t i C reated Considerable £)xr I len ien t In a 
U niversity City. 
Tho Cam bridge (England) Independ 
ent Press retells the story of th e hoax 
perpetrated upon tho civic and univer­ 
s ity authorities at Cam bridge on the 
occasion of tho visit of the late shah of 
Persia to that country. It was on Satur­ 
day, Juno 38, 1873, at l l o ’clock in the 
forenoon, th a t a telegram w as found 
ly ing on tho hallkcepcr’s table in the 
G uildhall. 
I t w as directed to tho wor­ 
shipful tho m ayor of Cam bridge, war 
signed by L ieutenant Colonel H am ilton 
and road as follow s: 
“ H is im perial m ajesty the shnh cf 
Persia desires to visit your university 
tow n today en route for Lou doughy spe 
dial, arriving at 
Cam bridge station 
ajxmt 1:10 o ’clock. 
Bo prepared w ith 
escort and reception as far as tim e a1 
low .” 
Instantly everybody began tum bling 
over his fellow. 
The town clerk w a 
sent for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, the m em bers of 
the corporation, the voluntd r officers 
and the cook of St, P eter’s college h itch 
en. Tile vice chancellor hurried on his 
robes, the alderm en and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned th e ir uni 
forms, and the cook began to boil awl 
fry. 
N or w ere the general public behind 
hand. F lags w ere hung out and crowds 
gathered in the stree t Dr. Cooksort, th* 
vice chancellor (irreverently know n in 
those days as “ Dism al Jim m y” ), mads 
his way to the station asfast aa his dig­ 
nity w ould perm it. The mayor, Mr. T, 
H. Naylor, and the corporation followed 
s u it 
A guard of honor and carriages 
were iii w aiting, and soon everybody 
was there except the shah. 
Then the 
news flew round th a t the railw ay off! 
cials knew nothing about the special 
train, and after a brief delay it w as ap 
parent th a t the w hole thing was a hoax 
The perpetrators of the hoax w ere never 
discovered, though two persons were 
afterw ard freely m entioned in conn co­ 
in rn w ith i t In the year of fcrace 1878 
tho era of practical jokes was past, but 
bad the authors of the shah’s v isit been 
alive in the days of Theodore II oui 
thqy m 'j'h t have lived in litc ra tu m

Hints to Young Photographers. 
To rquecgee prints to a ferrotype plate 
in order to make a gloss finish, have the 
plate pettedly clean and Lee from 
grease; it is better to wash it with eoap 
and warm water each time it is u*ed 
Turn a little beeline on the turface of 
the plate and rub it thoroughly with a 
soft cloth, repeating the opt ration if 
the plate looks streaked. 
Let cold 
water run over the surface of the plate 
and (ben lay the wet prints face down 
upon it, and roll them down with a 
rubber roller until all moisture hasbeen 
forced out. 
A piece of blotter sh ru'd 
b > placed over the picture to absorb ti a 
water. Before the prints are toned they 
can be trimmed, and before they are 
removed from the plate a coat < f thin 
paste can be applied to the b ck. and 
they can be taken from the plate and 
mounted at once 
If they are ok unled 
dry, a thin emit of paate should be 
applied to the back of the picture, but 
if they are to be burnished after moun - 
ing, they may be damp when mounted.

Tho Cam bridge (England) Indepcnd 
ant Press retells the story of the hoax 
perpetrated upon tho civic and univer* 
sitjT authorities at Cam bridge on the 
occasion of the visit of the lute shah of 
Persia to th a t country. It was on S atur­ 
day, June 28, 1^73, at l l o ’clock in the 
forenoon, th a t a telegram w as found 
lying on the hallkeeper’s table in the 
G uildhall. 
It was directed to tho wojv 
shipful the m ayor of Cambridge, win* 
signed by L ieutenant Colonel H am ilton 
and read as fol lows: 
“ H is im perial m ajesty the shah cf 
Persia desires to visit your university 
town today en route for Loudo'nvby spe­ 
cial, arriving a t Cam bridge station 
about. 1:10 o'clock. 
Bo prepared w ith 
escort and reception as far as tim e a l­ 
low. “ 
Instantly everybody began tum bling 
over his follow. 
Tho town clerk w a; 
sent for, and messages were dispatched 
to the vice chancellor, the members of 
the corporation, tho volunteer officers 
and tho cook of St. Pet* r ’s college k itc h ­ 
en. 
The vice chancellor hurried on hi# 
robes, the alderm en and councilors did 
ditto, the volunteers donned their uni­ 
forms, and the cook began to boil h u t 
fry. 
N or were the ge neral public behind 
hand. F lags were hung out and crowds 
gathered in tile street. Dr. Cookson, th* 
vice chancellor (irreverently known in 
those days as “ Dism al Jim m y ” ), made 
his way to the station as fast as his dig 
nity w ould perm it. The mayor, Mr. T. 
H. Naylor, and the corporation followed

Bn!**'* Attariwy Fighting to fmpret* the 
Jury With the l'i*falrne*« Practiced

Trial* — Proceeding* Are Sent 
to the German Kmperur. 


P aris, Feb. II. — The excitement 
Lightens daily over the outcome of the 
unequal conflict between two angry pnr 
ties, one anxion* that the chose judge, 
whether legal or not, shoald remain in- ( 
tact, and the other that law and justice 
shonld be respected even at the expense 
of the chose judge. 
The latter party is a very small minor­ 
ity, in a strange and pathetic predica­ 
ment, for while, unless it can prove in­ 
justice iu the Dreyfus and Esterhaxy 
cases, M. Zola must be condemned, the 
court will not allow him the means to 
prove the injustice. 
M. Liborie, there­ 
fore, is fighting to impress the jury with 
the uufairness of the whole proceed­ 
ings, looking to the attitude of the gen­ 
eral public cm the case. 
However, it is 
evident that ho has a difficult task be­ 
fore him. 
The chief interest yesterday centered 
iu General Pellieux's statement. 
He 
spoke for 80 minutes and was listened i 
to in aUenoe until ho referred to the 
forgeries, when the audience indulged 
iu 
tumultous conflicting 
comments. 
His statements produced a profound im­ 
pression. which, however, was partially 
destroyed by M. 1st bone’s and M. Clern- 
euceau's subsequent examination. 
The feature of the {lav’s proceedings 
was the pertinacity with which M. 
Lalxme forced to the witness bar prom­ 
inent men with a view of convincing 
the jury of the existence of a secret 
document. 
Iu addition to the judges and officials 
of the court martial that tried Dreyfus 
uo fewer than six members of the Du- 
puy cabinet, 
including M. 
Dupuy, 
Guerin and Dorelle, were put upon the 
stand. 
All retired after saying nothing, the 
judge refasing them permission to touch 
the Dreyfus case.

Hint* to Young Photog.*pbers- 
To rqueege© prints to a ferrotype plate 
in order to make a gloss finish, have the 
plate pet feet ly clean and free from 
grease; it is better to wash it with soap 
and warm water each time it is ut ed 
Turn a little benzine on the surface of 
the plate and rub it thoroughly with a 
soft cloth, repeating the operation if 
the plate looks streaked.
